scouts or spies for rebel or guerrilla 
forces, who have voluntarily furnished 
any rebel with food or clotliing,4ioi'sc 
or arm or money, or have harbored 
or concealed or otherwise aided or en- 
couraged then*. 

. ' Fourth— All persons who were or 
have been directly or indirectly en- 
gaged In the civil servico of the late 
o-called Confederate Government, 01 
f the fo-called Provisional Govern 
lent of Kentucky, or who bane' 
iu any wav submitted to mi In 
of said pretended Governments, a 
agents of or contractors with or fcr 
either of said pretended Governments 
are disqualified from voting. 

"All persons of the/clasaes aforesaid 
are required to abajfain from all inter

Iu May, 1865 lie made a speech at

A. S. Allen received for State Senator 
from the district of Ciark and M adhou 
ijoriiy of 33s2'over Harrison Tliuni- 
hli opponent, the latter being the 



father ol Col. 11. P. Thompson, of tin- 
county. Thompson contested the elect- 
tion upon the ground that "the eleci- 



thecase and declared Dr. Allan's 
vacant, gave Gen. Palmer the follow- 
ing roast : "In view of the proved 
participation of fohn M. Paljnor, Ma- 
jor-General, (and others named) in 
the outrage* upon the right of free 
elections, tliey recommend the pass- 
age of a joint resolution respectfully 
r< questing the President or the United 
States lo dismiss from office John M .
